The Kansas Department of Health and Environment 
(KDHE) has received an application to expand the Robi-
son Environmental Services, LLC construction and dem-
olition (C&D) landfill, Permit 900, to include an adjacent 
disposal-without-a-permit (DWOP) area. The DWOP au-
thorization’s disposal area was used to dispose wastes 
generated by the April 27, 2014 tornado that struck Bax-
ter Springs, Kansas and Quapaw, Oklahoma. Incorporat-
ing the DWOP area into Permit 900 was a condition of the 
DWOP authorization.

The C&D landfill is located at 2801 State Line Road, 
immediately northwest of the intersection of State Line 
Road and Swalley Avenue. The permit modification will 
expand the landfill area from 18.31 to 41.41 acres with 
13.41 acres used for disposal, increasing the landfill’s ul-
timate disposal volume to 535,000 cubic yards. The pro-
posed landfill expansion would be operated in confor-
mance with state solid waste regulations accepting only 
C&D as defined by Kansas Statutes.

The Cherokee County Commissioners have certified 
that the application described herein is consistent with 
the county’s solid waste management plan and local land 
use restrictions or zoning. KDHE has reviewed the appli-
cation and found it to be in conformance with the state 
solid waste statutes and regulations.

KDHE is today providing public notice of the intent 
to approve the proposed C&D landfill expansion. How-
ever, a final decision to approve the expansion has not 
been made, and KDHE will consider information gath-
ered during the public comment period before making a 
final decision.

Temporary Administrative Regulation

Article 47.—AUDITS

7-47-1. Audit implementation. The requirements of 
this regulation shall not apply to local question elections, 
mail-ballot elections pursuant to K.S.A. 25-431 through 
25-441 and amendments thereto, or statewide constitu-
tional amendments.

(a) As used in K.S.A. 25-3009 and amendments there-
to, the term “unofficial election night returns” shall in-
clude ballots cast and counted on election day, ballots 
cast in advance and counted on election day, and ballots 
cast by means of the uniformed and overseas citizens 
absentee voting act (UOCAVA) procedures and counted 
on election day. This term shall not include any ballots 
cast that are challenged or marked as provisional or any 
ballots that are cast in advance and received after elec-
tion day.

(b) Training shall be provided by the secretary of state 
to each county election officer. Each county election offi-
cer shall provide training to the election board, as speci-
fied in K.S.A. 25-3009 and amendments thereto, conduct-
ing the postelection audit. The training shall include the 
identification of voter intent specific to the vote-casting 
technologies in use across Kansas.

(c)(1) An auditable race and precinct shall be a race and 
precinct meeting the requirements in K.S.A. 25-3009, and 
amendments thereto, for an audit to be conducted. The 
random selection of races and precincts shall take place 
in a public setting, and the procedure to randomize the 
selection of races and precincts shall be determined solely 
by each county election officer and the secretary of state. 
Upon completion of the audit, each election board shall 
transmit to the secretary of state and the county election 
office the results of the audit no later than 48 hours before 
the meeting of the county board of canvassers.

(2) In even-year elections, within 24 hours of the clos-
ing of the final polling location in Kansas, the list of ran-
domly selected races to be audited shall be transmitted 
by the secretary of state to each county election officer. 
Each county election officer shall examine each race in 
the order specified until an auditable race is determined. 
Each county election officer shall then randomly select 
one percent of the total county precincts from the sub-
set of auditable precincts. If no contested race exists, the 
election board shall audit the first race listed.

(3) In odd-year elections, each county election officer 
shall randomly select the races and then each precinct to 
be audited.

(d) Ballot images may be used for the manual audit 
if imaging technology exists during the tabulation pro-
cess on election night. (Authorized by and implementing 
K.S.A. 2018 Supp. 25-3009; effective, T-7-6-26-19, June 26, 
2019.)

Article 1.—EXAMINATION AND REGISTRATION

86-1-11. Minimum curricula and standards for 
course. (a) Each school offering a course approved by the 
commission under K.S.A. 58-3046a(a), and amendments 
thereto, shall use a course outline provided by the com-
mission and shall use the title ‘‘principles of real estate.’’

(b) Each school offering a course approved by the 
commission under K.S.A. 58-3046a(b), and amendments 
thereto, shall use a course outline provided by the com-
mission and shall use the title “Kansas real estate funda-
mentals course.”

(c) Each school offering a course approved by the 
commission under K.S.A. 58-3046a(c), and amendments 
thereto, shall use a course outline provided by the com-
mission and shall use the title “Kansas practice course.”

(d) Each school offering a course approved by the 
commission under K.S.A. 58-3046a(d), and amendments 
thereto, shall use a course outline provided by the com-
mission and shall use the title ‘‘Kansas real estate man-
agement course.”

(e) Each school offering a course approved by the 
commission under K.S.A. 58-3046a(e), and amendments 
thereto, shall use a course outline provided by the com-
mission and shall use the title ‘‘Kansas law course.’’

(f) The 12 hours of additional instruction required by 
of K.S.A. 58-3046a(f), and amendments thereto, shall 
consist of courses approved by the commission.

(1) The hours required for each renewal of a salesper-
son’s license shall consist of at least three hours desig-
nated as mandatory core hours and not more than nine 
hours designated as elective hours.

(2) The hours required for each renewal of a broker’s 
license shall consist of at least six hours designated as 
mandatory core hours and not more than six hours des-
ignated as elective hours.

(3) Each course approved by the commission shall be 
designated by the commission as either mandatory core 
hours or elective hours.

(4) The following courses may be approved by the 
commission as mandatory core hours:

(A) A course registered under the title ‘‘required sales-
person and broker core.’’ Each school offering this course 
shall use a course outline limited to the topics of broker-
age relationships and misrepresentation; and

(B) a course registered under the title ‘‘required broker 
core.’’ Each school offering this course shall use a course 
outline limited to one or more of the following topics:

(i) Procedures manuals;
(ii) trust accounts;
(iii) management, including all facets of supervising a 

real estate company;
(iv) common violations of the real estate brokers’ and 

salespersons’ license act and the brokerage relationships 
in real estate transactions act;

(v) commercial sales and leasing issues; or
(continued)
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(vi) farm and ranch issues.
(5) In any advertising of a course entitled ‘‘required bro-

ker core,’’ the school shall identify each topic listed in para-
graphs (f)(4)(B)(i) through (vi) that is covered by the course.

(6) Each salesperson shall meet the mandatory core 
requirement specified in paragraph (f)(1) by taking a 
course approved by the commission titled ‘‘required 
salesperson and broker core.’’

(7) Each broker shall meet the mandatory core require-
ment specified in paragraph (f)(2) by taking two courses 
approved by the commission titled ‘‘required salesper-
son and broker core’’ and ‘‘required broker core.’’

(8) Credit given to any licensee for a course submit-
ted by the licensee pursuant to K.S.A. 58-3046a(j), and 
amendments thereto, shall be designated by the commis-
sion either as meeting a mandatory core requirement or 
as elective hours.

(9) A nonresident of Kansas may receive elective-hour 
credit for courses approved by the commission of the 
nonresident’s state of residence. A nonresident of Kan-
sas may receive credit for a mandatory core requirement 
only for courses approved by the commission pursuant 
to this regulation.

(10) Each approved course shall have a total instruction 
time of at least three hours.

(11) Any licensee may receive a maximum of three 
hours of credit during any renewal period for real estate 
appraisal courses designated as such by the commission.

This regulation shall become effective on July 1, 2019.

Article 18. —ELDER AND DEPENDENT  
ADULT ABUSE PREVENTION COUNCIL

16-18-1. Definitions. Each of the following terms, as 
used in this article of the attorney general’s regulations, 
shall have the meaning specified in this regulation:

(a) “ANE unit” means the abuse, neglect, and exploita-
tion of persons unit created in the office of the attorney 
general pursuant to K.S.A. 75-723, and amendments 
thereto.

(b) “Chairperson” means the person from the ANE 
unit who serves as the council’s chairperson.

(c) “Council” means the elder and dependent adult 
abuse prevention council, which shall advise and may 
make recommendations to the ANE unit and the attor-
ney general.

(d) “Multidisciplinary team” and “MDT” mean a group 
of individuals who have background, education, or ex-
perience in one or more disciplines or fields of study in 
preventing, detecting, and investigating abuse, neglect, 
or exploitation of elder or dependent adults. (Authorized 
by and implementing K.S.A. 2018 Supp. 75-723; effective 
July 19, 2019.)
16-18-2. Membership; meetings. (a) The elder and 

dependent adult abuse prevention council is hereby es-
tablished by this regulation. The council shall consist of 
the following members appointed by the attorney general:

(1) A representative from the ANE unit, who shall 
serve as the chairperson;

(2) a representative from the medicaid fraud and abuse 
division of the attorney general’s office;

(3) a representative from the consumer protection divi-
sion of the attorney general’s office;

(4) a representative of the attorney general, who shall 
serve as the prevention and education outreach coordi-
nator;

(5) a representative of the attorney general, who shall 
serve as the MDT and elder or dependent adult victim 
coordinator;

(6) a representative from the Kansas department for 
aging and disability services (KDADS), who shall be ap-
pointed in consultation with and agreement of the secre-
tary of KDADS;

(7) a representative from the Kansas department for 
children and families (DCF), who shall be appointed in 
consultation with and agreement of the secretary of DCF;

(8) a representative from the Kansas department of 
health and environment (KDHE), who shall be appoint-
ed in consultation with and agreement of the secretary 
of KDHE;

(9) a representative of the governor, who shall be ap-
pointed in consultation with and agreement of the gov-
ernor;

(10) a prosecutor from a district attorney’s office, who 
shall be appointed in consultation with the Kansas coun-
ty and district attorneys association;
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(11) a county attorney, who shall be appointed in con-
sultation with the Kansas county and district attorneys 
association;

(12) a law enforcement officer or police officer certified 
by the Kansas commission on peace officers’ standards 
and training, who shall be appointed in consultation with 
the Kansas sheriffs’ association, the Kansas association of 
chiefs of police, or the Kansas peace officers association;

(13) a representative from the medical services indus-
try who is experienced in matters involving elder or de-
pendent adult abuse;

(14) a representative from the financial services indus-
try who is experienced in matters involving elder or de-
pendent adult abuse;

(15) two representatives from advocacy organizations 
who are experienced in the prevention of elder or depen-
dent adult abuse; and

(16) other individuals as deemed necessary by the at-
torney general to serve on the council.

(b) The council shall meet at least quarterly upon call of 
the chairperson and shall maintain minutes of each meet-
ing. (Authorized by and implementing K.S.A. 2018 Supp. 
75-723; effective July 19, 2019.)
16-18-3. Duties. (a) The council shall advise and may 

make recommendations to the ANE unit and the attorney 
general to assist the ANE unit with the statutory duty of 
the ANE unit pursuant to K.S.A. 2018 Supp. 75-723, and 
amendments thereto.

(b) To fulfill its duties, the council may perform the fol-
lowing:

(1) Take testimony or gather and receive information;
(2) establish subcommittees or working groups on partic-

ular topics, which may be composed exclusively of mem-
bers of the council or may, at the discretion of the chairper-
son, include persons who are not members of the council;

(3) assist in developing local or regional MDTs to pre-
vent, detect, and investigate abuse, neglect, or exploita-
tion of elder or dependent adults;

(4) coordinate and engage in prevention activities for 
education, outreach, and awareness, including the devel-
opment of a publicly available clearinghouse of informa-
tion on elder or dependent adult abuse prevention; and

(5) undertake any other tasks as may be requested by 
the attorney general.

(c) The council shall comply with the Kansas open 
meetings act and the Kansas open records act.

(d) The council shall have the authority to request legal 
counsel and any other staff for its support from the attor-
ney general.

(e) The council shall submit to the ANE unit and the 
attorney general an annual report on the council’s work, 
recommendations, and anticipated activities. (Autho-
rized by and implementing K.S.A. 2018 Supp. 75-723; ef-
fective July 19, 2019.)
